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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: claims 1, 2, 3, 
5, 6 are allowed over the prior art of record. Obvious type double patenting is overcome 
by the Terminal Disclaimer filed on 1 1/5/07. A T. D. was filed in parent case 
10/808,448, now patent 7,309,663, which overcomes any the O. T. D. patenting over 
the present invention. Patent 4,248,924, teaches an asymmetric polytetrafluoroethylene 
microporous membrane with surface pores within the range in the present invention, 
e.g. micropores, an has a skin (or thickness of smaller micropores) at the surface of 
smaller pore, however the con tact angle of water or the reflectance is not disclosed in 
patent '924. Applicant discloses that the denser is the skin the higher the hydrophobic 
degree. Since the process of producing the membrane in the present invention and 
patent '924 are distinct, there not surface porosity to compare for both membranes, the 
skilled in the art can not predict that the later patent and the present membrane have 
the same skin density and therefore the membranes do not have the same contact 
angle of water to the surface of the skin. Furthermore, Applicant's arguments are 
persuasive. 

2. Additionally cited references are show microporous PTFE membranes 
configuration and properties that although are expanded differs from the asymmetric 
structure and properties of the present invention.
